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Continuation of 13. Otiier: Tlie examiner fully considered the applicant's response and amendment to the Final Office Action mailed on 
October 20, 2008. The Examiner acknowledges the amendment to claims 14 and 19 and withdraws the claim objections. However, with the 
regard to the applicant's argument on 35 USC 013 rejection, the applicant's argument and analysis are not persuasive to overcome the 
prior art in record and place the claims in condition for allowance for at least the following reason. The applicant argues that Ylone does not 
teach enabling or disabling a hardware component and requested explanation. Ylone discloses a hardware token smart card having stored 
there on configuration information and when this smart token is presented or inserted into a node or station, the smart token reader of the 
node reads the configuration information stored on the token and the configuration information sets or enables a component of the node to 
do some specific tasks. [See Ylone : column 4: lines 35-45; A virtual private network device is configured by allowing the virtual private 
network device to read the information stored in the hardware token, obtain full configuration information for the device based on the 
information in the hardware token, and to configure itself according to obtained configuration information. Column 17: lines 25-40; the node 
is enabled to secure packets]. Therefore for at least the above reason, the applicant argument is not persuasive. 
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
